A motion by Senator Thom 
as to strike out the entire section re 
Isling to newspaper censorship was 
allo defeated by a vote of 43 to 32. 
Prior to these votes the censorship 
lia ise was modified by tile acceptance 
of other amendments. 
These leave the clause only prohibit­ 
ing "publication’’ of Information re­ 
garding movement, numbers, des ct ip 
tion, condition or disposition of armed 
force*.
